fe discovery of Codeine in 1832 is credited to the French 
chemist, Pierre Jean Robiquet who found it in morphine 
hydrocloride obtained by Gregory’s process. Codeine was 
later prepared synthetically by Grimaux from the action of 
methyl iodide and sodium hydroxide upon morphine. 


Robiquet, a French chemist and pharmacist, was born at 
Rennes, France, January 13, 1780. After a course in Phar- 
macy at Rennes, he went to Paris where he became appren- 
tice in the Pharmacy founded by Fourcroy and Vauquelin. 
At the Chemical Works, founded by Fourcroy, he formed 
an intimate and lasting friendship with Thenard. 

In 1812 Robiquet was called to the School of Pharmacy and 
there taught material medica and chemistry. He introduced 
into these lectures the precision and exactitude which had 
developed as a result of the chemical revolution. 

Owing to ill health, Robiquet gave up the position of Professor 
and was appointed Administrative Treasurer of the School 
of Pharmacy. He succeeded Chaptal in the Academy of 
Sciences, January 14, 1833 and died at Paris, April 29, 1840.

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Business and Its ‘Breathing Spell’ 


The solution of the nation’s still gigantic 
problem of establishing economic stability 
will depend in no small measure on the use 
that business makes of the “breathing spell’ 
proffered in the recent statement by the 
President. The available indications of the 
prime purpose of business are that it is not 
going to sit about “getting its second wind,” 
but rather that it will increase its efforts in 
self-help for improvement. In this com- 
mendable purpose business must keep in 
mind the very important fact that the an- 
swer to its query :—“What will Congress do 
when it reconvenes?”—will depend almost 
wholly on what business leaves undone in 
the meantime, and on what it may undo of 
the achievements to which the major en- 
deavors of government were directed in the 
past year. 

All the economic problems of a people are 
binary—in part technologic ; in part sociol- 
ogic—and the relations of the two parts are 
adaptable to many adjustments, not all of 
which are mutually beneficial. The oppor- 
tunity for maladjustments is increased by 
the stimulation of technologic progress; 
while sociologic improvement is conducive 
to a better balance, as well as to greater eco- 
nomic progress. This difference in results 
explains the paradox of want in the midst 
of plenty and that of increasing unemploy- 
ment in the face of increasing industrial ac- 
tivity. Technologic efficiency coupled with 
a lack of commensurate sociologic-minded- 
ness is responsible for the greater economic 
ills. The increase in man-hour industrial 
productiveness during the past five years 
(estimated to have been at least 30 percent) 
presents the greatest obstacle to the solution 
of the problem of taking care of the ap- 
parently permanent millions of unemployed. 

Business must utilize a large part of its 
“breathing spell” in an effort to recognize 
that the economic problem of the nation has 
not been solved just because the President 
has said that the “basic program” of his ad- 
ministration “has now reached substantial 
completion.” While this status of the pro- 
gram may provide a “breathing spell” for a 
large part of business, there can be no clos- 
ing of the eyes to the fact that a part of 
business as a whole and a large part of the 
employee element of business are still in 
serious need of “artificial respiration.” Hav- 
ing recognized these conditions as well as 
it can, business must contrive to effect a sub- 
stantial measure of improvement therein, in 
order that as little as possible may be left 
for political reformative experimentation. 
Business must somewhere, somehow, find a 
means of bringing sociologic development 
up closer to the level of technologic prog- 
ress. Otherwise the poorly qualified socio- 
logic experimenters, into whose hands the 
unsolved problem must fall, will again dem- 
onstrate, and with greater detriment, that 
their method of establishing technologic- 
sociologic equilibrium is to reduce efficiency 
and to increase the compensation of the 
inefficient. 

Susiness must correct its sociologic short- 
comings and get rid of its sociologic faults, 
or it will suffer greatly from the enforced 
application of supposedly remedial methods 
by hands which are neither sympathetic nor 
gentle. Something must be done to dis- 
courage, if not to destroy, the malevolent 
influences, from the manifestation of which 


arises the belief that business is primarily 
intent upon preying upon the people. Bus:- 
ness must do its own, necessary exorcising. 
It must do whatever is necessary to effect 
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a change of attitude so that comment, such 
as the recent newspaper headline—“ Utilities 
Gird to Fight Law’—will astonish more 
than the few who now believe that the 
forces of business should be arrayed against 
the evils which make such laws necessary. 
Business has a “breathing spell.” It is 
greatly to be desired that business take a 
“thinking spell”; that the ownership, man- 
agement, and employee elements of business 
lay aside, each one of them, their selfish, 
obstructive policies and unite in a reasonable 
campaign of co-operation for their general 
welfare. It will be necessary to compromise 
in many things, at least until a fair start 
toward universal improvement has_ been 
made. This compromising can be done with 
better grace and far better results by the co- 
operation of the three elements of business 
than it can by the log-rolling of opposing 
groups in Congress. Legislation doubtless 
will be necessary to assure adherence to the 
rules of fair play which business may con- 
struct. Let business be ready with a rea- 
sonable effective legislative program when 
Congress reconvenes. Then will it have 
made the best use of its “breathing spell.” 


Paint Industry’s Opportunity 


Two points stand out with a strong at- 
traction for interest in the commentary on 
the effect of the better housing movement 
on the paint industry, which is printed on 
another page. One of these is that the hous- 
ing movement has already caused a sub- 
stantial increase in purchases of paints and 
painting. The other is that the paint in- 
dustry has been laggard in taking up the 
opportunity which the movement presents, 
and has barely scratched the surface with 
respect to the crying necessity for the renov- 
ating and protecting application of paint all 
over the country. 

These points are not the guesses of a 
theorist or the dreams of a visionary. The 
article which they are made was written 
by a member of the paint industry, a prac- 
tical man, the representative of the Na- 
tional Paint, Varnish and Lacquer Associa- 
tion who is the industrial adviser of the 
Federal Housing Administration. What this 
observer has to say about the need for the 
painting of houses, barns, and other build- 
ings can be verified by even a passing glance 
at the edifices in any community. “What 
he has to say about the paint industry’s 
neglect of a patent opportunity cannot be 
refuted. The market for paints and paint- 
ing is wide open. 

Only two reasons can be supposed for 
the continuation of the unfilled need for 
paint. One is that the paint industry is 
“asleep on the job.” The other is that, re- 
calling the disastrous results of the recent 
orgy of instalment buying, the industry is 
averse to being a party to the populariza- 
tion of the modernization credit plan of the 
national housing act. Neither of these rea- 
sons is sound. The paint industry needs 
larger sales of its products. To withhold the 
efforts through which its sales could be in- 
creased is the nadir of business obtuseness. 
If the utilization of the housing credit plan 
is essential to the success of the industry’s 
efforts to increase its sales, reluctance to 
adopt this plan is not indicative of proper 
appreciation of the role of credit in business. 

The cost of carrying a loan under the 
housing act plan is about one-half as much 
as that incident to instalment buying of the 
once-popular sort, The latter means of get- 
ting things which are regarded as desirable 
by reason of applied selling efforts or an 
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otherwise cultivated desire to possess, have 
not lost all their earlier popularity. Instal- 
ment buying is increasing in volume; and 
not all the things which are being thereby 
acquired are nearly so essential as is the 
protective application of paint. 

The paint industry has mixed recollec- 
tions of its experience a few years ago in 
instalment selling. Not all these are pleas- 
ant. Doubtless the thoughts of buyers (not 
particularly buyers of paint) turn up a sim- 
ilar variety of pictures from the past. Mem- 
ory is short, but it is not necessary to count 
on this characteristic in popularizing the 
newer style instalment-payment method. 
That is wholly a matter of educative selling. 
This is recognized by other industries 
which can participate in the housing pro- 
gram; although their possible share in the 
money is far less than that of the paint in- 
dustry, and so is the need for what they can 
supply. 

The critical commenter on the paint in- 
dustry’s neglect of its housing program op- 
portunity attributes this largely to the 
lack of sales-mindedness on the part of those 
who make paint, those who sell paint, and 
those who do painting. He should know the 
conditions on which he undertakes to com- 
ment. The available evidence seems to in- 
dicate that the attributed lack increases with 
the distance from the manufacturer. If 
this is the actual condition, the paint manu- 
facturer has a big job of educative selling 
on his hands—starting with himself. 

Comfort and enjoyment and protection 
are served by the things that are being 
bought with the aid of housing act credit. 
From whatever point they are viewed the 
greatest of these is protection ; for it is a 
necessity. Paint gives enjoyment and effects 
at least some optical, as well as mental, com- 
fort. But, it is of greatest service when used 
for protection, protection of a sort for which 
a great need exists, protection of basic in- 
vestments in the houses of the people. Sure- 
ly the paint industry knows this. Enlight- 
ened selfishness—the egoism on which real 
service is based—should lead the industry 
to make appropriate use of that knowledge. 
Its opportunity “has a very long tail.”

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Peanut Crop Shift to Oil 
From Regular Trade Planned 


AAA Mapping Program to Be 
Put Before Industries in 
Next Two Weeks 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11, 1935. 
Peanut growers and millers and cot- 
tonseed crushers met at the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture today at a hearing 
on a proposed new peanut adjustment 


program under the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration. 
Following the hearing, at which the 


proposed plan was explained, officials 
said they hoped to have an approved 
new program ready to submit to the 
interested industries within two weeks. 

The AAA proposal, as explained by 
Dr. H. B. Boyd, assistant director in 
charge of the division handling peanuts, 
is in two parts. One of these would 
provide for removing from the regular 
channels of trade and diverting into oil 
a portion of the 1935 peanut crop. The 
other would establish an acreage con- 
trol program for the next four years, 

Dr. Boyd explained that if the cur- 
rent average farm price of 3.25 cents 
per pound for peanuts is to be main- 
tained throughout the Fall and Winter 
it will be necessary to divert a sub- 
stantial part of the crop to oil. The 
administration’s plan for this consists 
of two steps, the first of which would 
permit the Secretary of Agriculture to 
make payments to peanut oil millers 
for diverting farmers’ stock peanuts 
into oil during the period from Septem- 
ber 16, to November 15, 1935. The rate 
of payment would be determined fol- 
lowing today’s hearing. 

Under the second part of the diver- 
sion plan the secretary would ask pea- 
nut millers to submit bids for the pur- 
chase of specified quantities of farm- 
ers’ stock peanuts at not less than spe- 
cified minimum prices, during the pe- 
riod from November 16, 1935, to June 
30, 1936. In return for these agree- 
ments the secretary would make pay- 
ments to each miller whose offer was 
accepted, on peanuts so purchased and 
diverted into oil, either as shelled pea- 
nuts or in the form of farmers’ stock. 
The rate of payment would be that 
specified in the particular miller’s offer. 

The proposed production adjustment 
contract would cover a four-year pe- 
riod. Contracts would be open to any 
persons operating a farm on which 
peanuts were grown during the years 


1931 to 1934, or who themselves grew 
peanuts in those years but are now 
growing peanuts on farms on which 


no peanuts were grown in the base pe- 
riod. A base acreage and base produc- 
tion for each contract would be deter- 
mined from the acreage grown during 
the base year and the normal yield per 
acre for the farm, according to the 
plan, Contracts would provide for ad- 
justment of the acreage of peanuts 
planted in each year to an acreage al- 
lotment prescribed by the secretary, 
Which would be not less than 70 per- 
cent of the base acreage. An adjust- 
ment payment would be made for each 
year, based upon the base production 
for the farm at a rate announced prior 
to the beginning of the year. 

Dr. Boyd told the meeting that the 
1935 yield is materially above the 
quantity of peanuts consumed through 
normal trade channels in any year. In 
recent years when there has been a 
big yield, he pointed out, the farm

Paint Profits from Better Housing 


By Theodore E. Damm

If further evidence is needed to sup- 


port the contention that the national 
housing act has benefited the paint 
business, it is to be found in the in- 


creasing number of painting jobs that 
have resulted from interest developed 
in repair, alteration and moderniza- 
tion work under the plan of the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration. 

According to the latest Bureau of 
Census figures, paint sales increased 
26.9 percent in July, and 16.7 percent 
for the first seven months of 1935, 
compared with the corresponding peri- 
ods of 1934, the volume for this year 
up to July 31 being approximately 
$250,000,000. 

While there is no 
ate yardstick for measuring 
benefits of the better housing 
to the paint industry, there are now 
available sufficient data upon which 
to base fairly reliable conclusions. 

Kor example, an analysis of the 
pledges secured by canvassers in the 
local surveys conducted by better hous- 
ing committees in ninety-three repre- 
sentative cities disrloses that 23 per- 
cent of the total number of repair jobs 
pledged included exterior painting, and 
an added 14 percent covered interior 
painting and decorating. 

On the basis of dollar value of work 
pledged, 16.5 percent represented ex-

Davison Chemical Company 
Financing Plan Is Filed 


New Organization Proposed and 
Five-Year 6 Percent Loan 
Of $1,600,000 


A plan of reorganization for the Da- 
vison Chemical Company, manufac- 
turer of sulphuric acid and superphos- 
phate, and two of its subsidiaries, the 
Davison Realty Company and _ the 
Eastern Cotton Oil Company, was filed 


in the United States District Court, 
saltimore, September 9, under section 
77B of the amended bankruptcy act, 
by the trustees of the Davison com- 
pany, Chester F, Hockley and Henry 
E. Treide. The plan is sponsored by 
the reorganization committee headed 
by E. J. Quintal. 

The Baltimore Realty Trust Com- 
pany, Abraham Read and Edward M. 


Thomas, filed a petition the next day 
asking that the Davison company and 
its two subsidiaries be permitted to ef- 
fect the plan of reorganization submit- 
ted. Judge Chestnut Chesnut signed an 
order requiring all creditors and stock- 
holders of the three companies to show 


cause by September 19 why the re- 
organization should not be permitted. 

The plan proposes the formation of 
a new company which will issue its 


securities in exchange for those of the 
present companies. This new company 
will have an authorized capitalization 
of 1,000,000 shares of common stock, 
of which it is contemplated that 511,500 
shares will be issued to effect such ex- 
changes. The book value of the new 
common stock is estimated to be $18.31

Cosmetic Conference Nets 


$2,000,000 Orders at Exhibit 


Prediction Is Made of Gains in 
Cosmetic Sales in Fields 


Yet Undeveloped 


With orders totaling about $2,000,000 
estimated to have been placed by a 
total of 450 buyers, the first annual 
Perfume and Cosmetic Buyers’ confer- 
ence and exhibition closed a three-day 
meeting at the Hotel Commodore, this 
city, September 12, with a strong note 
of business optimism. 

Sharp gains in cosmetic sales were 
predicted by Samuel L. Antonow, pres- 
ident of the cosmetic houses of Djer- 
Kiss, V. Vivadou, Ine., Parfumerie 
Melba, Inc., Arly, Inc., and Delettrez, 
Inc., at the luncheon on the closing 
day. American women, he said, are 
paying more attention to their per- 
sonal appearance than at any time 
since 1929. The potential business to 
be done, he stated, was indicated by 
the fact that “only one woman out of 
ten as yet uses all of the six essential 
cosmetics,’ and furthermore by figures 
that show the highest per capita sales 
of cosmetics are not in the congested 
cities but in the “wide open spaces” of 
the West. 

Howard Ketcham, color engineer and 
adviser to E. I. duPont de Nemours & 
Co.,, at a luncheon given by the In- 
ternational Printing Ink Corporation, 
gave a pointed outline of how colors 
and new hues widen the markets for 
cosmetics. He stated that a store sell- 
ing a toothbrush for 10 cents will find 
that more than half of his market pur-

U.S. Raises Tariffs Against Germany 


Concessions to Be Withdrawn Because of Economic and 
Financial Discrimination 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12, 1935. 


Following denunciation by Germany 


a year ago of the commercial treaty of 


1923 between that country and the 
United States, the German embassy 
has been informally notified that Ger- 
many will not enjoy generalization of 
tariff concessions made in the course 
of reciprocal trade negotiations com- 
plete or under way with other coun- 
tries. The privilege will cease Oc- 
tober 15, with the expiration of the 
treaty, 

The step will be the first retaliatory 


tariff measure adopted by the present 
administration in its program for re- 
storing foreign trade and is being 


taken only after repeated protests to 
Germany against alleged financial and 
economic discrimination against this 


country. 

State Department officials minimized 
its retaliatory aspects and said that 
the United States was merely “equal- 
izing” its trade relations with Ger- 
many. The withdrawal of generaliza- 
tion privileges, however, in its prac- 
tical effects, will force the German ex- 
porters to pay the full Smoot-Hawley 
tariff rates on some 100 articles on 
which concessions high 50 per 
cent have been made to Belgium, 
Sweden, and Haiti in trade agreements 


as as 


already proclaimed. The same con 
cessions were granted to all other 
countries, under the most-favored- 


nation policy that Secretary of State 
Hull advocates under certain con- 
ditions. These conditions were set 


forth in a letter from President Roose- 
velt to Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau on July 8, giving instructions 
as to how tariff duties should be col- 
lected. The concessions were extend- 
ed to Germany, Italy, Denmark, and 
Portugal only “until thirty days from 
the date on which you are notified by 
me that the United States has ceased, 
or on a certain day will cease, to be 
bound by provisions of a treaty or 
agreement providing for most-favored- 
nation treatment in respect of customs 
duties.” 

It is expected that President 
velt will notify the Treasury 
a few days that the old trade 
ment with Germany expires 
14, in which event the Treasury will 
automatically resume collecting full 
tariff duties on all German goods. This

will place German articles at a com- 
petitive disadvantage where similar 
articles from other countries come 
into this country at less than the full 
tariff rates.

Nitrogen Marketing 
Cartel Is Completed 


Agreement, Approved by Chile, 


Is to Be Operative for 
Three Years 


TEN COUNTRIES ARE SIGNATORIES 


Chile, Chief Stumbling Block, Believed 
To Be Getting Increased 
Share of Business 





Chilean nitrate interests and the 
European cartel of synthetic nitrogen 
producers known as the Compagnie 
Internationale del-Azote, have signed a 
three-year nitrogen marketing agree- 
ment. Announcement of the pact was 
made at the offices of Imperial Chem- 
ical Industries, Ltd., in London, Sep- 
tember 9. 

The agreement is retroactive to July 
1 this year, and although it extends to 
1938, it can be revoked after two years 
of its operation. It succeeds the one- 
year agreement which expired last 
July. 

In addition to Chile, signatories to 
the pact include representatives of 
Belgium, Czechoslovakia, Germany, 
Great Britain, Holland, Italy, Norway, 
Poland, and Switzerland. 

Reports from London indicate that 
sales quotas under the new agreement 


are essentially the same as those in 
the agreement which terminated in 
July, but local observers are of the 


opinion that Chile was given a greater 
share of the business than before. Be- 
ing insolvent, Chile was in a position 
to force the European synthetic pro- 
ducers into a hard bargain. Only three 
weeks ago Chile was reported to have 
withdrawn abruptly from the confer- 
ences which preceded the agreement 
and by that action threatened the se- 
curity of world nitrogen prices. Ac- 
cording to those who watched the situ- 
ation here, Chile was persuaded to re- 
new negotiations at the price of sub- 
stantial concessions on the part of the 
C.LA. members, particularly with re- 
spect to increased sales quotas in 
Italy and other countries where war 
threatens. 

Again, as in the case of last year’s 
agreement, Japan was notably absent 
from the proceedings. In the 1934-1935 
pact, Japan’s signature was not ap- 
pended until after the agreement had 
been in force for a while and some ob- 
servers have said that Japan bound 
her nitrogen industry to the interna- 
tional accord only after it was found 
that a lack of water supply had ne- 
cessitated the shut-down of several 
synthetic nitrogen plants in Japan and 
Manchukuo. 


North Dakota Paint and 
Varnish Tests Reported 


A bulletin giving a resume of the 
experimental and research work car- 
ried on under the North Dakota paint 
law and the analyses of paints and 
varnishes on the market in North Da- 
kota has just been published by the 
Division of Food and Chemistry of the 
North Dakota Regulatory Department. 
The North Dakota paint and varnish 
laws are enforced by this division. 

The testing of paints composed of 
inumerable combinations of pigments 
and a large variety of oils and other 
vehicle constituents was carried on by 
the department over a period of many 
years when it was located at the agri- 
cultural college. The results of these 
tests were issued in bulletin form from 
time to time, but the demand for these 
bulletins has exhausted the supply, 
and the results of the tests have been 
condensed and the important conclu- 
sions set forth in the first part of the 
present bulletin. The bulletin is illus- 
trated with a number of cuts showing 
the wearing qualities of the different 
types of paints and the effects on the 
various types of woods. 

The second section of the bulletin 
vives the results of the analysis and 
other tests on commercial paints and 
varnishes now on the market in North 
Dakota and some shipped by outside 
concerns direct to the user. The lat- 
ter, which are not subject to the re- 
quirements of the North Dakota paint 
law because of their interstate char- 
acter, are reported to be invariably in- 
ferior products as the analysis and 
tests on them show. In addition to 
the chemical analysis there are in- 
cluded in the bulletin the results of 
important physical tests, including 
elasticity or brittleness, covering or 
hiding power, drying time, and an ac- 
celerated exposure test

Better Housing Plan

housing act, through its modernization 


credit plan, has been a real boon to the 


paint business. In fact, the Federal 
Housing Administration, during the 
few months of its existence, has so 


popularized the time payment plan in 
the whole construction industry that it 


has unquestionably become a _ most 
necessary and vital factor in any fu- 
ture sales development program. 
Continuing the study of the local 
surveys made in ninety-three repre- 
sentative cities, we find that the three 
industries which came nearest to the 


paint industry in value of work pledged 
did not benefit to a greater extent than 
5.9 percent, as compared with the 
paint industry’s 21.5 percent. 

When it is taken into consideration 
that there is hardly a repair or alter- 
ation job that does not require the use 
of some paint, it can readily be 
why this industry has so greatly bene- 
fited from the national housing act. 
Also, the National Paint, Varnish and 
Lacquer Association, through its large 
and well-organized membership, has 
been very alert to its opportunities 
and has taken a very active part in the 
Federal Housing Administration’s pro- 


seen 


gram. There can be no denying the 
fact that the industries which have 
profited most are those which have 


most actively participated in the hous- 
ing movement. It is an application of 
the well founded theory that “he 
profits most who serves best.” 

While the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration has done a good job in giving 
wide publicity to the national housing 
act, there are still too many people 
who know too little about the better 
housing program and the many ad- 
vantages it offers to paint manufac- 
turers, distributors, contractors, lend- 
ing institutions and the general public. 
The paint industry hasn‘t even begun 
to “Save the Surface.” 


Opportunities Yet Untouched 

the average year's 
sales for the six years ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1929, the pent-up demand on 
the industry, as a direct result of the 
depression, is estimated to be well 
over a billion dollars. The industry 
could double its annual volume and 
still not be realizing on 50 percent of 
its opportunities. The number of sur- 
faces throughout the country that are 
sorely in need of paint repairs is simply 


Compared with 


appalling. Most authorities now cal- 
culate that only about 15 percent, or 
at the most 20 percent, of the paint- 
able surfaces in the United States are 
properly protected. 

While there may seem to be no ad- 


vantage in trying to fix the blame for 
the tardiness of this industry in capi- 
talizing on its opportunities to a great- 
er extent, a frank discussion of the 


matter may provide a working basis 
for future development. There can be 
no denying the fact that the average 
retail paint dealer and painting con- 
tractor is not as sales-minded as he 
should be. He is too much of a store- 
keeper—too content to follow the old 
trading post methods of waiting for 


customers to come to him instead of 
going out after new business. 


And that is where paint manufac- 
turers and their salesmen also have 
fallen down. They, too, have been con- 
tent to stick to their old-fashioned 
competitive selling methods, rather 
than build their volume on “creative 


salesmanship.” Instead of trying so 
hard to get a dealer to throw out the 
line he is carrying and replace it with 
a new stock of merchandise which is 
often no better than the one he is sell- 


ing, it might be more advantageous to 
the manufacturer to seek an entirely 
new outlet for his line, to place it 
with some enterprising and_ sales- 
minded merchant who has never sold 
paint before. Certainly he would be 
doing more to increase the sales of 


the industry as a whole, and it is rea- 
sonable to believe that he would also 
more rapidly increase his own 
In this respect, the paint manufac- 
turer might well take a leaf from the 
sales manual of the resourceful spe- 
cialty salesman in other fields, such as 
the electrical appliance, radio, oil 
burner, coal stoker, and automobile in- 
dustries. Is it reasonable to believe 
that the sales of these industries would 
have increased so rapidly if their rep- 
resentatives had remained content to 
distribute their products through the 
old, established retail stores? The an- 
swer is obvious! In today’s highly 
competitive market it is not only ad- 
visable, it is positively necessary to 
creative selling to build up 
business.

Creative Selling

There are certain very definite ad- 
vantages in “creative salesmanship 
over the strictly competitive type of 


selling, namely:— 
1. The salesman develops his own pros- 


pects, thereby forestalling competition. 
2. He creates an opportunity for a sale 

which otherwise might never have been 

developed, at least not immediately. 





3. His chances of making a sale on his 
own terms are far greater than if he 
were required to meet competitive prices. 

4. He has an opportunity to realize a 
fair profit on his sales, whereas in com- 
petitive selling he must accept a lesser 
profit or no profit at all. 

And now to come back to the national 
housing act and its benefit to the paint 
industry. This constructive piece of 
legislation has placed in the hands of 
the paint salesmen a most effective 
and much-needed tool for increasing 
his sales, and one which is particularly 
adaptable to creative selling, namely, 
the so-called “monthly installment” or 
time-payment plan. In fact, moderniza- 
tion credit is the final answer to the 
property owner who has repeatedly put 
off his paint repairs because of lack of 
ready cash. 

If there is still a paint manufacturer, 
dealer, or painting contractor who does 
not understand the operation of the 
modernization credit plan and the 
many advantages it offers him, it is 
high time that he fully acquaint him- 
self with this powerful merchandising 
formula, which has contributed so 
much to the success of others. Any 
better housing program committee 
chairman, ~ffice of the Federal Housing 
Administration, or almost any bank or 
lending agency will gladly supply full 
details. 

It must be recognized that the aver- 
age person does not like to ask a bank 
for money. Therefore, generally speak- 


ing, he will not take the initiative in 
seeking a loan to make his paint re- 


pairs. However, such a_ person is 
usually quite willing and ready to have 
some enterprising paint dealer’ or 
master painter submit his application 
for a loan, or accompany him to a bank 
and request the loan for him. 

While making full and frequent usc 
of time payments to purchase many of 
the other necessities of life, and even 


some of the luxuries, the average 
citizen is still not sold on moderniza- 


tion credit to make paint repairs. 

Also, there are some bankers who 
still are not convinced of the safety 
and soundness of character loans, re- 
payable in monthly installments out of 
income, and with government insur- 
ance against loss, as a desirable varia- 
tion from their ordinary banking pro- 
cedure. 


Job for Paint Industry 


It is the job of the paint industry to 
sell the banker, as well as Mr. John Q. 
Citizen on the advantages of time pay- 


ments as applied to the repair, im- 
provements and _ protection of the 
American home. 


It is equally important to point out 
to the business man the profits that 
will accrue to him from the wise use of 
modernization credit in making timely 
improvements to his store or factory. 
“Modernize for Profit” is not just a pet 
phrase or clever advertising slogan, to 
be passed over lightly, but is based on 
constructive thinking and an intelli- 
gent analysis of factory and store man- 
agement, and prudent indeed is the 
business man who takes the admoni- 
tion seriously and acts accordingly. 

Following a highly successful Spring 
and Summer season, the paint industry 
is entering upon what should be an 
equally profitable Autumn period. 
However, it will not prove to be such 
if industry's salesmen, including local 
paint dealers and painting contractors, 
fail to aggressively carry their sales 
messages to the property owner. Past 


history has shown that there is a 
definite letdown in paint sales during 
the month of September, sometimes 


due to unseasonable weather, but more 
often attributable to the almost willful 
neglect of the industry to continue to 
cash in on its opportunities. 

It must be borne in mind that there 
are literally millions of properties in 
need of paint repairs, and that a large 
percentage of owners are already com- 
mitted to the necessity of making such 
repairs. They await only the solicita- 
tion of a wide-awake, sales-minded 
dealer or painter to “Ask ‘em to buy.”

Rise in the prices for edible egg al- 
bumen came about as a result of the 
heavy seasonal buying of the candy 
manufacturers plus the rise in quota- 
tions at the primary point. Business

Sweet-Potato Starch 
Good Size for Paper 


An excellent starch for sizing print- 
ing papers can be made from cull 
sweet-potatoes, according to the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards. The starch 
was produced by _ scientists of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, and its value for paper sizing 
was studied by the bureau to assist in 
finding uses for it. Use of the starch 
in the domestic paper industry, it is 
pointed out, would mean _ profitable 
utilization of at least a part of another 
farm waste with increased income for 
the farmer. 

Corn and cassava starches, the lat- 
ter an imported product, are widely 
used as beater sizings in book and cat- 
alog papers to improve printing qual- 
ity. The suitability of the sweet-potato 
product for this purpose was appraised 
by making, in the Bureau of Standards’ 
experimental paper mill, a series of 
book papers in which the sweet-potato 
starch was used in comparison with 
representative commercial sizing 
starches made from corn and cassava. 

The results obtained with sweet- 
potato starch were reported to be equal 
to the best results obtained with the 
other starches with respect to strength 
and opacity of the papers, and superior 
with respect to retention of mineral 
filler, and “closing the sheet,” as in- 
dicated by air permeability. Hence, 
the bureau reports, the starch from 
cull sweet-potatoes is apparently a 
high-grade material for beater sizing, 
at least equal in quality to the best 
commercial starches commonly used 
for the purpose.

Canadian Cinianaied Gas 
Ouptut Increased in 1934 


Production of compressed gases in 
Canada in 1934 was valued at $2,803,- 
840, compared with $2,490,215 to 1933, 
according to the Dominion bureau of 
Statistics. Twenty-eight plants oper- 
ated in 1934, three less than in the 
preceding year; thirteen were in On- 
tario, five in Quebec, three in Mani- 
toba, two each in Nova Scotia, Alberta, 
and British Columbia, and one in 
Saskatchewan. Two concerns went 
out of business during the year, and 
the five plants they formerly operated 
were dismantled; but one new concern 


commenced to manufacture carbon 
dioxide at Leaside, Ontario, and an- 
other plant, which was idle in 1933, 
again went into operation. 

The main products were oxygen, 


carbon dioxide, acetylene, and hydro- 


gen. Production of acetylene  in- 
creased 15.6 percent in quantity, to 
37,599,346 cubic feet; carbon dioxide 


in cylinders dropped 13 percent, to 
4,713,997 pounds; oxygen increased al- 


most 18 percent, to 113,940,515 cubic 
feet; and hydrogen declined 6 _ per- 
cent to 29,163,244 cubie feet. Solid 


carbon dioxide, aqua ammonia, anhy- 
drous ammonia, nitrogen, and nitrous 
oxide were also made by the firms in 
this group.

Paint Products Exports 
Show Spottiness in July 


Foreign demand for American paint 
products continued active in July but 
showed signs of spottiness particularly 
in the pigment groups, according to C. 
c. Concannon, chief of the chemical 
division of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Vomestic Commerce. World demand for 
American ready-mixed paints, however, 
was well maintained with export ship- 
ments of all classes well ahead of July, 
1934, he stated. 

Pigments, paints and varnishes ex- 
ported from the United States in July 
were valued at $1,301,700, an increase 
of $19,930 over July last year, Chemical 
pigments accounted for $638,750, a de- 
cline of $62,630 compared with July, 
1934, and the quantity decreased from 
3,247,000 pounds to 11,841,000 pounds, 
the loss being due to smaller foreign 
shipments of carbon black. There was 
also a decline in export shipments of 
mineral earth pigments. 

Exports of ready-mixed paints during 
the month totalled 175,000 gallons, val- 
ued at $313,550 compared with 171,000 
gallons valued at $307,500 in July last 
year. Exports of lacquers increased in 
value from $111,400 to $163,750; var- 
nishes from $39,200 to $41,450; and mis- 
cellaneous *roducts including  cold- 
water, bituminus, and paste paints, 
from $83,000 to $120,000. 

The foreign demand for American 
turpentine showed no improvement in 
July but rosin was somewhat more ac- 
tive. The total value of naval stores 
exports in July totalled $1,259,000, a de- 
cline in value of $267,000 from  ship- 
ments made in July, 1934, Turpentine 
exports decreased from $640,360 to 
$367,900 in value and from 1,399,390 to 
806,450 gallons. Foreign shipments of 
rosin totalled 99,800 barrels (of 500 
pounds each) valued at $816,750, com- 
pared with 89,100 barrels valued at 
$787,000 in July last vear. 


German Earth Pigment 


Trade Is Falling Off 


German trade in earth pigments has 
shown a marked decline brought about 
by the cessation of government sub- 
sidies, granting last year for the re- 
pair and renovation of buildings. In 
addition, the industry has suffered 
from a steady drop in price despite 
efforts put forth to maintain prices 
by means of trade co-operation, agree- 
ments, official control and other 
methods, according to information re- 
ceived by the Department of Com- 
merce from the consul at Frankfort- 
on-Main. The éndustry has from time 
to time requested the government to 
establish a compulsory price cartel, 
but these requests have not been 
granted. 

Notwithstanding the decrease in 
domestic trade in mineral earth 
pigments, the import trade has been 
well maintained, In the first six 
months of 1935, exports of iron oxide, 
including ochers, totaled 5,126 metric 
tons, against 5,083 tons in the same 
period in 1934. Moreover, exports of 
sienna, umber, and other earth pig- 
ments amounted to 3,979 tons in the 
first half of 1935, compared with 3,978 
tons in the first half of 1934 


DuPont Bars Use of Word 
“Duco” With Other Paint 


Following suit instituted by E. IL 
du Pont de Nemours «& Co, the 
Superior Court of California for Los 
Angeles county issued an injunction 
perpetually restraining EF. F. Lorens, 
710 Tenth Place, Los Angeles, an auto- 
mobile refinisher, from using the word 
“Duco” in any way in his business, or 
in any way representing himself to 
be a “Dueo” refinisher if, “in fact said 
defendant is not using said lacquer, 
varnishes and paints in said work.” 

It was contended by the Du Pont 
Company that the defendant while 
representing that he did “Duco Auto 
Painting” was, in fact, not using Duco 
in that work, but was using products 
of a competitor company. The injunc- 
tion was issued August 9. Emmet H, 
Wilson was the presiding judge.

Litharge.—In company with red lead, 
this commodity was favored with a 
little more business last week and the 
prices have held in a steady position 
on the basis of a similar situation in 
metallic lead. 

Orange Mineral.—There has been no 
change in price since the advances in 
American mineral on August 20 and in 
French Tours grade on August 16. 

Titanium Pigments.— Further im- 
provements in the demand were re- 
ported by producers last week. The 
movement out of manufacturing plants 
is quite active, having overcome the 
handicap of bad weather a week ago. 
The prices for all types continue steady 
at established schedules. 

Zinc Oxides.—Trade picked up broad- 
ly during the past week. The rubber 
trade and the paint manufacturing in- 
dustry combined to give the market 
considerably more snap than has been 
witnessed in the past forty days. Prices 
for domestic and imported oxides have 
been unchanged. 


Fillers and Extenders 


Inert pigments, mineral whites and 
fillers also shared in the improved 
business of the past week. In company 
with the opaque pigment group, ma- 
terials included in this division ap- 
peared to be taking the usual Fall 
spurt. Business is not yet brisk but 
seems to be headed that way. The 
principal price movement reported was 
a rise in the quotations for softwood 
charcoal for delivery to the East. This 
change marks the initial movement in 
the softwood charcoal price structure 
in more than a year. Imported wood- 
flour is quoted cheaper, 

Barytes.—There is a good call in the 
local area and the deliveries in the 
mid-West are also understood to be 
active. Prices for domestic and im- 
ported material remain unchanged. 

Charcoal.—Sellers have advanced 
prices for less than car lots at the pro- 
ducing points by $2 per ton. The lL.ec.1. 
price for softwood charcoal is now $18 
per ton, basis works. Car lot prices in 
the East have been advanced $2.40 per 
ton and quotations are now $25.40 per 
ton delivered in the states of New 
Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, New York, 
Kentucky, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Tennessee North and South Carolina, 
Alabama and Mississippi: $24.80 per 
ton delivered in Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and Michigan: $25.80 per ton delivered 
in Maine, New Hampshire, Massachu- 
setts, Vermont, Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut. Car lot prices in Illinois, In- 
diana and Minnesota were unchanged 
at $23 per ton delivered and all West- 
ern prices were unchanged. 

Graphite.—Sellers of flake and pow- 
dered material continued to quote the 
prices that have been in force for some 
months back. 

Wood Flour.—Importers report an 
active demand from the linoleum trade 
and the market is showing its first 
real briskness in some time. Prices for 
foreign material have been lowered $2 
to $2.50 per ton and quotations, basis 
ex dock, are now as follows: 40 to 70 
mesh, $20 per ton; 80 to 100 mesh, $25 
per ton; and 120 mesh, $31 per ton. 


Dry Colors 


Current prices for chemical colors 
have been extended for the final quar- 
ter of the year, The color manufactur- 
ers’ decision to stand with present 
prices for another three months fol- 
lows what had been generally expected. 
Colors on which contract prices and 
open order prices are extended, include 
chrome yellow, chrome. green, para 
lithol and toluidine toners, red C lake, 
iron blues, alkali blue toner, potash 
blue, and zine yellow. Trade in the 
color market continued quite active 
with the printing ink manufacturers 
supplying a good deal of the current 
activity. The earth colors group is also 
favored with a fairly good activity 
from the paint manufacturing trade but 
representative sellers said last week 
that most of the current orders were 
for small-sized lots. 

Carbon Black.—According to repre- 
sentative manufacturers, black con- 
sumption in August was substantially 
ahead of August last year. September 
takings have improved measurably 
over the August total and reports from 
the rubber tire manufacturers indicate 
that Fall trade is likely to be good 
Prices for standard and special grades 
of black hold at schedule levels and 
are not likely to be changed over the 
balance of this year, 

Chrome Yellows.—Prices are to be 
repeated for the final quarter of the 
year. The contract level of 14c. and 
the open order price of 15c. will remain 
until new contracts for 1936 are writ- 
ten. 

Chrome Greens.—The regular sched- 
ule of prices which extends from 20c. 
to 380c. per pound, according to blue 
content, will be repeated for the fina! 
quarter of the year. Prices on reduced 
greens are also unchanged, 

Chrome Oxide Greens.—There has 
been no change in the situation since 
reported here a week ago.

Chinawood Oil Again Advances Sharply — Oiticica Also Rising —

tities. There were fewer advances in 
quotations than were recorded in re- 
cent preceding weeks but the trend 


was still upward, with offerings of many 
products light and the prevailing tone 
late in the week was firm. The monthly 
government cottonseed report showed 
that consumption of refined oil during 
August was 352,440 barrels. This was 
about 115,000 barrels more than in the 
previous month and 62,000 less than 
in the same month last year. 

As to changes in prices, a 
ment of considerable interest and im- 
portance was a further sharp rise in 
chinawood oil, this product still be- 
the strongest feature of the list of 
vegetable oils.

In any event the bullish crop ac- 
counts from Argentina continued to 


overshadow the domestic situation. 
Recent rains in the South American 
country apparently came too late and 


were too widely scattered to materially 


change conditions. Seeding there is 
said to be about over for the season 
With the acreage fully 30 percent 


smaller than in the previous year and 
with exceptionally favorable weather 
conditions needed during the growing 
season if a crop of 65 to 70 percent of 
last season's is to be realized. 

As supplies of oils which compete 
with linseed oil are in unusually light 
supply at home and abroad, develop- 
ments last week had a tendency to 
strengthen the conviction that con- 
sumption of linseed oil during the 
remainder of the current year and the 
early part of next year is likely to be 
considerably larger than in the recent 
preceding seasons. In the case of for- 


eign consumption, it is contended that 
the use of linseed oil as a food prod- 
uct is certain to show an increase 
especially at the present favorable 
competitive price level. 

Last week India exported 40,000 
bushels of flaxseed to the United 
States but the shipments from that 


quarter to this country for the season 
thus far have been much lighter than 
last season and unsold supplies in In- 
dia are said to be considerably smaller 
than a year There were no re- 
ceipts of fla at New York last 
week. Since January the importations 
here from all destinations have 
amounted to 8,585,013 bushels. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 13.—Total lin- 
seed oil busines held pretty well ecom- 
pared with previous week trade, but more 











tankear and warehouse lot orders were 
booked, less round-lot orders. Buyers 
were still intrigued by Argentine reports, 
and a lot more of the business booked 
represented supplies to be shipped after 
the turn of the vear. Quite a few con- 
tracts have been booked recently for de- 
livery as late as next April Quotations 
are based on September-April shipment 
now.

Cottonseed Oil 


The market for refined oil futures 
had a firmer tone in the main, the 
trend of prices being upward at times 
with trading more active. Offerings 
of crude oil and other cottonseed prod- 
ucts were light in the South with the 
prevailing tone steady or firm, Cotton 
crop news was less favorable. 

Cottonseed Oil.—Two government re- 
ports were issued last week, these con- 


stituting the leading developments in 
the market for cottonseed products. 
The first report was on the cotton 


crop in which the indicated production 
as of September 1 was put at 11,489,000 
bales which compared with 11,798,000 
bales a month earlier and a production 
last season of 9,636,000 bales. Later in 
the week the monthly cottonseed report 
from the Census Bureau was received. 
This pointed to a consumption of re- 
fined oil during August of 352,440 bar- 
rels against 237,100 barrels in the pre- 
vious month and 414,905 barrels’ in 
August last year. The figures for last 
month were below the expectations of 


some in the trade and prices, after 
opening firmer on Thursday, turned 
weak and declined under liquidation 
for account of local and other longs. 


In the main, however, the tone of the 
market was firmer and at one time 
prices were about $2 to $2.25 per barrei 
higher than at the close of the previous 
week.

The mar- 
ket was firm to steady on the spot with 
dealers showing a disposition to watch 
the situation abroad rather closely. 

Buchu.—Replacement costs showed 
firmness and strength in company with 
the absence of many offerings from the 
primary market. Local quotations were 
firm at 38c. to 40c. per pound, ranging 
as to dealers, quantity, and quality. 
Substantial arrivals were noted last 
week. 

Henbane.—The stock being carried 
over abroad was believed to be com- 
paratively small.

Edward L. Doheny 


Edward L. Doheny, oil man and 
philanthropist, died at his home in 
Los Angeles, Cal., September 8 after 
a long illness that had kept him bed- 
ridden for almost three years. He was 
seventy-nine years old. 

Born in a farmhouse near Fond du 
Lac, Wis., the son of an Irish immi- 
grant, Mr. Doheny, was’ graduated 
from high school at the age of six- 
teen and started out with a pack on 
his back to make his fortune in the 
world, 

For nearly thirty years he _ pros- 
pected in various parts of the West 
for silver and gold, studying geology, 
mining, and law meantime. He made 


only a bare living, and at the age of 
forty found himself in Los Angeles, 
penniless. He hunted up Charles A. 
Canfield, an old prospecting partner, 
and they bought a lot and started 
prospecting for “black gold.” They 
obtained a small loan to push their 


venture and at 600 feet struck oil, the 
first oil well on the Pacific Coast. 
Later they discovered the famous 
Orange county field. 

From the California fields, Mr. Do- 
heny went to Mexico and with Indian 
guides trekked through coastal jungles

to bubbling springs of oil and gas in 
almost impenetrable swamps. He be- 
xan his Tampico development by buy- 
ing up 500,000 acres of prospective oil 
lands and placing 500,000 more under 
option. When ready to launch pro- 
duction, he organized a _ $10,000,000 
company. 

From then on the various Doheny 
wells produced enormous quantities, 
and in 1918 reached a total of 24,000,- 
000 barrels of oil, and the rate of pro- 


duction hovered around that figure 
for years. By 1923 Mr Doheny had 
become powerful financially and po- 


litically,. When the Elk Hills oil scan- 
dals started, Mr. Doheny was indicted 
with his old friend, Albert B. Fall, 
Secretary of the Interior, for con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government in 


connection with the leasing of the 
naval oil reserves. soth were ac- 
quitted in November, 1926. Later Mr. 
Fall was convicted of bribe taking in 
connection with the leases. He was 


charged with taking $100,000 from Mr. 
Doheny. Mr. Doheny testified that the 


money was a loan made to an old 
friend. Mr. Doheny was tried on a 
charge of bribing Fall, but two juries 
pronounced him not guilty. 


Mr. Doheny’s fortune was estimated 
at something around $100,000,000. He 
gave enormous sums to charity. The 
library at Exposition Park, Los An- 


geles, was erected by him at a cost of 
$1,000,000 a memorial! to his son, 
Edward L. Doheny, jr.. who was killed 
by a deranged servant. 

Surviving are Mr. Doheny’s wife, Mrs.

Estelle Doheny; a daughter. Mrs. 
Leigh Battson, and five grandchildren. 

Prof. Orel Samuel Groner, for four- 
teen years Professor of Chemistry at 
Bucknell University, died September 
6, at his home in Lewisburg. Pa., 
from a heart attack, precipitated by 


an extended siege of whooping cough. 


He was sixty-four years old. Prof 
Groner was a native of Michigan, and 
was graduated from Michigan State 
College, and the University of Michi- 
gan. Before going to Bucknell, he 
had served as Professor of Chemistry 
at Transylvania College, Ottawa Uni- 
versity, and Grand Island College. He 


was a member of the American Chem- 
ical Society, the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science.

versity Professors. Surviving are his 
wife; a daughter, Miss Mirial Groner:

Germany’s Export Bounty 
Increases Foreign Trade 


Germany’s new export scheme of 
granting liberal subsidies to manufac- 
turers engaged in export trade became 
apparent during the first month of its 
operation, according to information 
received by the Department of Com- 
merce from the consul at Frankfort- 
on- Main, 

The new plan which was put into 
operation July 1 provides for subsidies 
to exporters in sufficient amounts to 
enable them to lower export quotations 
to levels competitive with foreign coun- 
tries and is obtained from a tax rang- 
ing from 1 to 7 percent on all goods 
produced for domestic consumption, 

Chemicals and allied products par- 
ticipated prominently in the July ex- 
port expansions, increasing approxi- 
mately 3,500,000 marks to a total of 
50,000,000 marks compared with June, 
during which month Germany's chemi- 
cal exports touched the lowest level in 
years. Exports of all commodities to- 
taled 359,000,000 marks in July, an in- 
crease of 41,000,000 over the preceding 
month and 37,700,000 more than during 
July last year, 

This new system of export-promotion 
constitutes a serious drain upon Ger- 
man industrial concerns in lowering 
profits from their domestic business 
but greatly increases their ability to 
compete in foreign markets. The 
bounty enables them to meet virtually 
any competition if the transaction un- 
der negotiation is considered advan- 
tageous from an economic and financial 
standpoint by the Government. 

The precise amount of subsidy grant- 
ed varies considerably, the consul re- 
ported, and depends upon the particular 
branch of industry involved and even 
the circumstances of the individual ex- 
port transaction

Asphaltic emulsions:—Mexico by

gross metric ton on asphaltic emul- 
sions containing up to 40 percent of 
petroleum = distillates; if containing 
more than 40 percent of petroleum 
distillates, they will be taxed at the 
rate fixed monthly for crude gasoline. 


Chalk:—Uruguay has set the of- 
ficial valuation for the assessment of 
import duty on chalk at 1.40 pesos per 
100 gross kilos. 


Drugs:—Colombia’s House of Repre- 
sentative has received a_ bill which 
would authorized the Executive to re- 
move entirely, or to reduce by 50 per- 
cent or more, the existing import 
duties in Colombia on drugs, patent 
medicines, and similar preparations 
which the Department ot Publie 
Health and Hygiene may declare to be 
of prime necessity... 


Fats:—Germany has extended the 
import duty exemption provided for 
certain denatured fats for the manu- 
facture of soap or candles to include 
fats imported for the manufacture or 
fatty acids and glycerin. 


Hempseed:—lItaly, by government 
decree, has added hempseed to the list 
of products the exportation of which 
may be prohibited except under 
license. 


Petroleum:—Dutch East Indies will 
raise the excise duty on oil by 65 per- 
cent per unit of 37 liters, coupled with 
a provision that the price is not to ex- 
ceed the present 4.10 florins. 


Poisons.—lU nited Kingdom’s new 
regulations governing the sale of 
poisons within its borders, under pro- 
visions of the Pharmacy and Poisons 
Act of 1933, will become effective May 
1, 1936. Among the recommendations 
of the Poisons Board are:—that the 
retail sale of strychnine be prohibited 
except as an ingredient of medicine; 
arsenical weed killers would be per- 
mitted to be sold by druggists only; 


certain drugs, including the bar- 
biturates, phenyleinchoninic acid, 
dinitrophenol, and sulphonal, are 


placed in a schedule of substances 
which may be sold only at retail on 
prescription. The board was divided 
on the treatment of lysol, the majority 
favoring sale only bv druggists, and 
the minority holding that it should be 
sold by any retailer, provided it was 
in proper bottles and properly labeled. 
Final decision will be made by the 
Home Secretary. 


Soaps:—Netherland India, by gov- 
ernment decree, has established quotas 
restricting imports of soap into Nether- 
land India during the ten month 
period, August 10, 1935, to June 9, 1936, 
to 850,000 gross kilos of toilet soap and 
2,000,000 gross kilos of al! other soaps. 


Color Themes of Colonial 
Houses of 225 Years Ago 


True colonial color schemes and the 
materials from which they were cre- 
ated, as revealed in the extensive res- 
toration of the historic city of Wil- 
liamsburg, Va., by John D. Rockefellet 
jr.. are described in the leading news 
article in the September issue of Na- 
tional Painters Mayazine, now being 
mailed. Color samples of the various 
paints used in the forty-six buildings 
that have been restored and the eighty 
four that have been rebuilt are avail- 
able for those interested. 

“An unusual amount of research had 
to be carried on before actual painting 
was done,” the article states, “in orde: 
to determine the colors used in the 
original interiors. Sometimes many 
superimposed coats were carefully re- 
moved from a small space until the 
original color was disclosed. Much was 
learned from old records, some of the 
‘Journals of the House of Burgesses of 
Virginia’ dating back two and a quar- 
ter centuries having supplied original 
directions for painting.” 

Some of the old-time color favorites 
as shown by the research were apple 
green, bright green, bright blue-green, 
vivid blue, vivid yellow and pink. 

Following are some of the materials 
for colors as well as names of pre- 
pared colors listed in early advertise- 
ments of Williamsburg merchants and 
anothecaries according to National

San Francisco, Sept. 10.—There does not 
appear to be much emphasis placed on 
the purchasing of crude fertilizer mate- 
rials just now, aside from a fairly fre- 
quent inquiry for fish meals.

chases those with red handles, but a 
merchant who wants to retail a tooth- 
brush for 25 cents will do his best if 
the color of the commodity is amber. 
He added that the use of color has 
expanded the market for many utili- 
tarian products, and cited the fountain 
pen as well as the toothbrush as an 
example. The introduction of colored 
fountain pens, in addition to the black, 
he said, had increased the sale of foun- 
tain pens more than 50 percent. Mr 
Ketcham added that during the last 
five years there has been a 4,000 per- 
cent in the use of color in advertising, 
despite the depression. 

The luncheon also was the occasion 
for announcing the _ publication of 
“Three Monographs on Color,” which 
treat the issue of color from the point 
of view of the chemist, the physicist, 
and the psychologist, and which con- 
tain the first printed reproduction of 
the spectrum from a single impression. 

Joseph Byrne, publisher of “Beauty 
Culture” and associate director of the 
show, warned against the issuance of 
false and extravagant statements as to 
the amount of cosmetics used annually 
in the United States. He placed the 
business as from $150,000.000 to $160,- 
000,000. He explained that statements 
that the industry does from $700,000,000 
to $1,000,000,000 business a year is not 
only a false statement, but opens the 
way for legislators to feel that an in 
dustry as large as that should be taxed 
heavily and penalized by Federal and 
State governments. 

The conference and exhibit will be 
held again next year, the second week 
in September.
